REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Office Action issued October 12, 2005, claims 1-7, 11 and presumably 12 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, Tj2 as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The claims were 
indicated as being allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections under35 U.S.C. §112, |2. 

Claims 1-7 and 9-12 are now pending in this application. Claim Claims 1-4 have been 
amended to correct antecedent basis problems.
